From the Cluttered Desk of K6SY 


As any of you know who listen to the SCDXC repeater the DX spot voice announcements 
have been missing for the last several months. Those spots were created using a device 
call DXAlert. This device took the spots and converted them to speech that was then sent 
to the Club Repeater via a two meter transceiver operating on the 2 meter input of the Club 
repeater. 


The DXAlert box, originally put in use in the 1980’s, has reached its end of life. Several of 
the IC devices use for speech generation and other operations are not available and have- 
n’t for the past 25 years. | was able to keep the system running using parts from the 
WEMS Electronics surplus parts stock. Unfortunately that source is now empty too. 


So for the time being Club member, Bill Shell, N6WS, has added DX spots from CQ zones 
3 & 4 to our Mumble K6DXC-Chat site (k6dxc.ddns.net:7308, password: contact us). Cur- 
rently the DX spots are available on any internet connected phone, computer or device. 
Just down load the free Mumble application. 


The Rpi computer originally used to control the DXAlert device is not able to provide the 
voice announcements on its own. The SCDXC has funded Bill to provide a computer with 
the necessary requirements to take the internet spots and convert them to human speech, 
as the DXAlert unit did. Bill tells me that he has it working and expects to have it com- 
pletely debugged and ready for us to put on the air by August of this year. 


The computer will take the internet CQ zone 3 & 4 spots, convert them to human speech, 
removing any redundant spots in any 10 minute period, monitor the squelch bus on the 2 
meter transceiver use to send the spots to the Club repeater, W6AM, to be sure the re- 
peater in not in use by others. If the repeater is not in use the system will then send the 
spot or spots to the Club repeater. Manual control will be available so the spots can be 
turned off during major contests so long continuous strings of spots won't time out the re- 
peater.

K6DXC DX-Chat DX Voice Announcements 


In the May 2017 SCDXC Newsletter | mentioned | wanted to add DX voice announcements to the 
K6DXC DX-Chat server. Well, it finally happened. After two years of experimenting with various 
methods of accomplishing that task, | finally have it working. If you connect to the DX-Chat server 
you will hear the DX announcements. 


The DX Announcements are currently filtered to be spots originating from CQ Zone 3, and include the 
spots from the normal DX spotting network and the Reverse Beacon Network. The format of the voice 
announcements is the callsign phonetically, the country of the callsign, the band, the frequency, and the 
mode. An example of the announcement would be: 


Papa Five November Kilo, North Korea, on 160 meters, one point eight four zero, FT8. 


You can access this service using the Mumble Client software on any computer. You can also access 
the announcements from an iPhone or Android smart phone. A DX-Chat appliance, like those described 
in the September 2017 SCDXC Newsletter, can also be used to monitor the DX-Chat DX voice 
announcements.
